H AVING in my former annual books, ſufficiently de. 
monſtrated the verity of Aſtrology, in the genethſiacal 
part thereof, and having given a true Conſtruction of a table of 
Houſes, according to the rational way of Ptolemy, and having 
proved it by verified examples both of ancient and modern 
date, and having given precepts to find out the terminus vitz, 
both by the Directions, the Revolution, and the Cryſis, yet l 
think the precepts are too obſcurely delivered, and ſo may 
not be thorougly underſtood by ſome Tyro's, that would 
make a progreſs in this Learning; and as I nearly approach 
the verge of life, I care not greatly if I give my moſt ſerious 
- InſtraQtions to be ſcann'd by the knowing part of the World; 
and without apy further heſitation I ſhall ſne you who is, 
and the way to find out, the giver of Life, according to the 
Opinion of the learned Placidus, and the famous Confalone- 
rius. Firſt therefore I ſhall caſt away the devices of the Ara- 
bians and Chaldeans, as wanting a natural foundation, while 
they have appointed for aphetical places, beſides the Aſcend- 
ant, thoſe places which behold that line with a Sextile, 
Square or Trine aſpect, for no other reaſon except the cauſes 
of the Beams of the Aſpect. When therefore the Sun Moon 
or part of Fortune, and the other benefic Planets being placed 
there will be found by a prerogative of dignities and exalta- 
tions, then they appoint him giver of Life, Again, if none 
of theſe are found in the aboyementioned places, then they 
take the Aſcendent itſelf, . what is more abſurd, to direct an 
imaginary line for the term of Life truly, that place being 
deſtitute of Planets, operates or influences not at all ; for the 
{ixed Stars ariſing ſerve not to preſerve Life, but to increaſe 
the powers of the Planets, if they behold them by ſome ray 
of commixtion, they wholly ſuppoſed a Planet ſo greatly digni- 
fied, that in elections of the giver of Life, the Sun being 
undervalued, that is, leſs dignified, they preferred the Planct 
before him, yea they choſe the part of Fortune ſometimes, 
if they thought it the more potent ; but they have heaped up 
ſo many cauſes for the ſearching out of the giver of Life, that 


if 
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if they could not ſuit their direchions to the accidents from one 
they would take from another, and again from another, and 
o would be famous wholly by Inventions, But theſe are 
rides and wholly to be rejected as falſe and ſpurious, even as 
thoſe other flories of the Alchocoden and Arabian whim 
lkewiſe, to wit the attributing to every Planet the limited 
years, to propagate the Life of the Native according to their 
dominion of the Horoſcope ; though by this the learning of 
Ptolemy is not only ſubverted, but from all the abovemen- 
tioned aphetical cauſes, two only are choſers without doubt, 
both molt potent and agreeing to ſenſe ; to wit the Sun and 
the Moon, but the Sun is chiefeſt, he diffuſes light among the 
Stars, and it is imparted to all others, ſeeing he is the toun- 
tain of heat and moves all -things by his heating power, as 
Argol ſays ; ſo that all things are generally changed by his 
acceſs and receſs, as we manifeſtly experience him to diſpoſe 
his heat on the Earth, and from thence all things to ſhoot 
forth and to be born, and to die; hence the Prince of the 
3 writes thus, the Sea and the Elements and the 
lants encreaſe and decreaſe by reaſon of the heat of the Sun, 
and its circulation, but all Philoſophers agree of the innate 
heat of the Sun, and he to be cauſe of Life, as Hermes 
affirms, that the Sun and Moon next under Gad are the Life 
of all things living; and likewiſe all diurnal Nativities are 
ſtrengthened by the Sun, when well beheld of the Fortunes ; 
Nocturnal by the Moon when ſhe is ſo fortified ; and Gauricus 
ſays the Sun is the ſpirit, and fountain and original of Life, 
The Sun by reaſon of its large degree of heat, and the Moon 
for her vicinity to the Earth, and expanſion of her light, as 
Du Hamel thinks ; moreover the Sun being taken away all 
generation ceaſeth, and a Chaos is come again; therefore the 
dun whereſoever placed, is ſaid, and truly ſaid to be giver of 
Life, ſeeing it is he who after the moſt high does govern Life, 
for truly none lives without heat flowing from it; therefore he 
is conſtituted giver of Life; yet with this obſervation, if he 
be found in Northern Signs his power is greater in reſpect of 
his fituation in the world ; ſo that he is nearer to the Vertex, 
becauſe there his Rays vibrate more to a perpendicular. 
Again we muſt confider if he be aſſiſted by the benefics, Pam

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then he is more powerful, but if he be irradiated by the Almanſ 
malefics, then his power is weaker, and this both in reſpeg e o 
of the rays in the zodiac, and alſo in the world.

Galen ſays thus of it, the begin- 
ning is not only acknowledged by the Aſtronomers or natzral 
Pailoſophers, but alſo by the Huſbandmen and by all men; \ 
that is to ſay that the Moon governs the terreſtrial region, as \

I have not room to give my opinion of theſe Eclipſes at 
preſent, but as the effects of the great ſolar Eclipſe will endure 
three Years after the Month of July 1764, fo I ſhall defer my 
judgment of it till next Year, if it pleaſe God I live to {ce 
the time.
